i »T has been an old 
obfervation, that 
words of the moft 
frequent uf are of. 
ten the leaft under- 
ftood. The Moralifts of later 
ages hit upon it as one of their 


firft axioms, that what was called: 


common fenfe was no common 
thing. I fhould be forry in thefe 


More enlightened days to add 


to this ebfervation, that commor 
honefty was not a whit more 
common among us than that its 
fifter accomplifhment: But whe- 
ther the analogy will hold good 
fo far or not (as heaven prevent 
it fhould) it is at leaft thus far 


' juft, that in this, as well as in 


the other, the phrafe bas tun 
away from its primitive mean- 
ing, and that which our fore- 
fathers called common honefty is 
not exactly the thing that is now 
moft frequent among us, > 
There was a time (fuch | pre: 
funte it was, when this term 
camé-in ufe) when the great were 
as ftrongly. influenced by this 
truly honourable virtwe, as they 
now feem regardlefs of it. When 
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the Romans, perhaps the braveft, 
belt, and wifeft people in the 
world, ufed the fame word hone- 
fius, afiixed to the name of man, 
to exprefs a gentleman and an 
honeft man: Thefe generous 
people thought honefty and an 
exalted rank the infeparable com- 

nions of one another; and that 
{tation of life which now excufes 
a man from the neceffity of this 
truly focial virtue, was then the 
ftrongeit of all ties to bend him 
to the performance of it. ’ [was 
in thefe days of honourable me- 
mory, when the great author of 
the motto to this paper found the 
applaufe of millions of the great 
and good, declare that he had 
pictured the eternal laws of right 
and wrong in their true colours, 
by faying what is here quoted 
from him, viz. that to live ac- 
cording to nature is to live well; 
that all vice is contrary to our 
mature, and that he who lived 
according to the dictates of na- 
ture mult live happily. 

_ What have we loft that we did 
not live in that happy age when 
this wasan acknowledged truth! 
How noble an incentive to all 
worthy and all honeft a¢tions 
moft this con‘cioufnefs of their 
being natural to our minds have 
infpired us with; and how happy 
mutt have been that community, 
where every private man found it 
acting up to his nature to do 
good to al] around him: But 
tempora mutantar et nos mutamur 


én as Ovid fays, The pecu- 


liar prerogative of greatnefs nowis 


a difpenfation from the common 
force of Jaws, and the modern 


pageants of the world, who have 
little but this to mark out their 
diftinétion from the vulgar, take 
care to difplay this in its full 
force, and even to extend it to 
their friends and fervants. Sene- 
ca would have told the little great 
lord ***** chat mot to pay a 
debt was as criminal and as infa- 
mous as to pick a pocket; but 
while cringing flaves, who want 
both honeily and money more, 
even more than his lordfhip, 
will tell him that it is for dirty 
tradefmen to obferve the laws ; 
that he makes laws and ftands 
himfelf above their reach ; and 
that his fole protection fhowers 
down peace and fafety on all that 
are placed under his influence ; 
the titled nothing barren equally 
of fenfe and virtue, believes the 
wretched flattery, bleffes the pa- 
rafite with the means of villainy, 
and puts in force his maxims, to 
cheat the very taylor who gives 
him all he has that the world 
pays regard to. 

When one vice has found its 
way into the heart, it {oon makes 
way for a whole legion: The in- 
demnity from a neceffity of pa - 
ing debts leads to an extravagant 
profufion of money as a thing ra- 
ther convenient than necefflary ; 
a thing that no man of honour 
need fave, becaufe he may always 
do without: But che beggar'’d 
prodigal foon finds that it is not 
allways fo eafy to get into debt as 
to avoid getting out, when in ne- 
ceflity and infamy now prefs up- 
on his heels; and the only re- 
mains he has. to relieve himfelf 
are, his confcience and the

guardian fhip which the laws" of 
his country have given him of 
her wellfare: Thefe he difpofes 
of to the beft advantage, the firft 
he pawns, the lat he fells for 
ever. The more careful bargain 
of his confcience is not to be in- 
terpreted, as arifing from any 
peculiar regard to that fupple 
agent ; but that while he has the 
fee-fimple of that changeling 
ower yet in himfelf, he may 
bully his mafters on any emergen- 
cy, out of afmall fum to fupply 
a prefent want, or feed a reign- 
ing vice; by the horrible threat 
of tarning patriot for the future. 
In this fcene let but the meaneft 
honeft man behold the titled 
wretch, the fawning parafite of a 
verier rafca] than himfelf, the 
tyrant of his honeft family, 
whom he has ftarved into de- 
pendance on him; the tool of 
powers, and infamy of what the 
world calls honour; defpifed at 
court, flighted in the country, 
and detelted every ; and he muf 
own, that while both he and his 
noble tyrant have each a rational 
foul, there muft be more tran- 
quillity, more real happine(s in 
beggar’d induftry, than in the 
pomp of all the vices that have 
beggar’d it. 
Thus begins, and thus ends 
the mothy miferable fcene of 
modern greatnefs. When mufh- 
room honours raife the mean and 
the unworthy to a defpifed, ra- 
ther than envied greatnefs, we 
laugh at the diftrefs that thus in- 
volves the thoughtlefs progeny ; 
when the de‘cendants of a 
long line of heroes, the fons of 


thofe whofe fathers claimed the 
honourable pre-eminence over 
their fellow fubjeéts, by virtues 
fuperior to theirs, and ex- 
erted in their caufe ; when thefe 
pollute the honour of their name, 
and give that back in infamy, 
which they received in glory ; 
who but mult figh at the ex- 
change, and wifh that even the 
great were honett. 

The truly honourable diftine- 
tion of doing good to others fell 
with us on the rife of this immu- 
nity in ill; and when the whole 
courfe of things had thus chang. 
ed hands, the application of 
words followed them, when lords 
were noble, snave was the name 
of fervants and dependants; but 
at prefent the difcarded virtue 
takes up its habitation in the 
humbler breaft of the indufirious 
poor, and the term hone? man, 
once the title of the higheft ho- 
nour, is now the appellation of 
the poor alone: Nay, fo perfeét is 
the ftupid the fottifh blindnefs to 
all good in the fuperior clafs, 
that you daily hear themfelves 
allow the title, while they forget 
its innate value; and while the 
unprotected beau trips it acrofs 
the ftreet with eyes like Argus, 
fquinting fifty ways at once, to 
fpy that terror of the world a 
Bailiff out; if there fland before 
him fome mearer happier mortal, 
whofe fteps not hurried on by 
guilt or fear, give him leave to 
whiftle as he goes for want of 
thought; the panting infolent 
behind him commands him to 
remove out of his way, and 
knows fo little of the true nobi- 
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Jigy of virtue, that it isa queftion 
whether he fhall {peak to him by 
the name of honeit man,or fcoun- 
drel; the terms are with him 
fynonymous, and both exprefs 
fomething that he flatters himfelf 
is fo infinitely below him, that it 
is much at one which of them 
he beftows upon a Creature whom 
he defpifes. When greatnefs 
thus gives up its antient ticle, 
when honeft man and nobleman 
are no longer the appellatives 
of the fame fet of people ; 
where is the wonder that the vul- 
gar herd, now honoured with 
a new diftinétion, fhould in re- 
turn give back their old one to 
the gracious donors, and fend the 
knave to thofe who more deferve 
it. 

While truth is truth, virtue 
will remain virtue alfo: *Tis not 
in the caprice of man to change 
the eternal laws of right and 
wrong, and honelily while dif- 
carded by thofe who call them- 
felves honourable, is yet that ho- 
nourable thing it ever was, and 
as much worth pur({uing as in the 
days when it was more regarded. 
The great are far above inftruc- 
tion; tis one of their preraga- 
tives to be placed ont of the way 
of ever growing better or wifer 
men, if the example of their 
fellow wretches can curb their 
ftrong defires of doing ill, and 
make them not grow worfe, ’tis 
all that is at prefent to be hoped : 
But while we have another fet of 
men, neither too high for reproof, 
nor too low for inftruction; who 
profefs honefty, and whofe com- 
mon dealings with one another, 


are allways. more juccefsful, as 
they are more influenced, by. it ; 
it may be proper to incite the 
love of virtue in thefe minds to 
higher perfection by encomiums, 
and to make them yet more in 
love with fo worthy an object, 
by making them more truly ac- 
quainted with its proper beauties. 

Flonefly is the firli principle of 
wifdom, and the great fundamen - 
tal bafis of virtue; it fecures the 
welfare and happinefs of al! who 
practife it; and tho’ a vicious 
age may dare to aflert the coa- 
trary, honeity and thae alone ig 
true honour: The great rule of 
action in the intent of tharing all 
the bleffings that attend it, is to 
love it in its native garb, to adore 
it without any finifter confidera- 
tions, and to prattife it for its 
own fake. Honefty thus poffe(s’d 
is the mother of aj] other virtues, 
and will in fecret give that con- 
{cioufnels of living well, that 
will make every other human 
pleafure fade and difappear before 
it. 

Were we to fuppofe every man 
honeft whom we fee practifing 
fome one virtue, we fhould: not 
perhaps be ata lofs to pick 
up fome inftances of people 
poffeffed of it, even in that ftate 
from whence we have declared it 
banifhed: But we are to examine 
the principles of aétions, as well 
as the actions themfelves before 
we fign their plaudit, we are to 
fee what is the general tenour of 
a man’s life, before we call him 
honeift for one agtion. Some are 
virtuous particular refpects, 
merely becaufe they have it not 
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in their power to be otherwife, 
and fome becaufe vice will go 
down the better on other occa- 
fions for it: Mean, nay wicked 
purpofes may make a man affect 
the appearance of a virtue in 
fome refpeéts; and our paflions, 
Nay our very vices may fome- 
times prompt us to what may 
appear to the world as. virtue: 
What merit has chaftity in the 
eunuch? fobriety in the man who 
cannot drink? or temperance in 
the valetudinarian? while the one 
conceals his impotence, the other 
his‘incapacity, and the third his 
fear of imaginary  ficknefs, 
things appear virtues in them all, 
that would, when their true mo- 
tives were known be defpifed, 
pitied, or laughed at by the 
world, 

What greater inftances of he- 
roifm has the world furnifhed us 
with, or for what virtues have 
men been ever more efteemed 
than patience in adverfities, 


tranquillity and conftancy of © 


mind in the moft imminent dan- 
gers, and a glorious contempt of 
all the fplendour in the wor'!d, 
when there were offer’'d means 
by which they might have been 
acquired. Thefe when from vir- 
tuous principles are virtues, and 
ef the very higheft rank; but 
could we read the hearts of all 
thofe whom we have honoured 
for being poffefied of them, in 
how many fhould we find that 
want of apprehenfion and judg- 
ment gave them being, and in 
how many others that they rofe 
from vicious obftinacy. Courage, 
liberality, nay even juftice itielf 


have often loft the merit of -vir- 
tues in the poffeffor, while 
they did the office of them to 
the world, by being owing whol- 
ly. to ambition: difcretion, and 
humility, rever’d in many as the 
marks of virtuous habits have 
arifen only from fear: and pru- 
dence and ceconomy from the 
accurfed root of avarice, and to 
conclude the lift with a€tions of 
the higheft human glory, how 
many things have at one time or 
other appeared to ftartle the 
world under the name of magna- 
nimity, and noble daring, which 
had they not fucceeded, folly, 
prefumption,. or a drunken te- 
merity would. have been accufed 
of with more juftice: if 
Alexander, when he leaped the 
wall alone, had not been fecond- 
ed by his good friends, who at 
that inftant burft the gates of the 
town open, he would have pe- 
rifhed like a fool, and have been 
condemn’d by all ages fince, 
as a madman, for attempting it: 
And could any fortunate accident 
have faved the late Bellifle, when 
he leaped alone into the enemies 
entrenchments, and faw a hun- 
dred mufkets levelled at his head 
at once ; he would have lived 
immortalized as many ages yet. 
to come, as have already paffed 
fince-the like aétion of his bro- 
ther madman. Thus ’tis the 
fource of actions, not themfelves, 
that fhew the virtue of the actor ; 
what we judge by, which indeed 
is generally no more than the 
event, is too fallacious to build 
any judgment upon, and we re- 
verence in this manner chance’ 
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inflead of virtue: but when we 
go deeper yet, and examine the 
action itfelf, we find even this is 
not going yet deep enough to 
know the actor, . for the whole is 
often but a mafk, of vice or im- 
becillity, a painted external ap- 
pearance of true virtue without 
its real effence : we are therefore 
to fcan the general tenour of all 
man's actions, before we prefume 
to judge of any one of them alone, 
and this will teach not to reve- 
rence with the common herd 
the bare refemblance of virtue, 
where every aétion that has 
claimed that refpeé, will at 
Jength appear to have been only 
the refult of fchemes of falfe 
giory,. or difhoneft profit. 

Falfe honefty is as common in 
the world as falfe wit, falfe cou- 
rage, or falfe honour; nay even 
the honefly in dealings, fo much 
preached up by the generality of 
the world to one another, and fo 
highly applauded in cthers by 
every one his own fake, is but 
a fort of conftrained innocence 
from ill, and has not the truly 
noble balis of virtue to fupport it. 
Virtue is a free, open, uncon- 
ftrained, and unvarying agent; 
while what in this fenfe we call 
honefty is a fort of Proteus, 
changing fhape with every blaft, 
and varying even from extreams 
ro extreams, as external accidents 
direct it. Honefty like this is 
fervile, "tis a flave to laws, en- 


forced by hope or fear, and 


learned by rote, from an involun- 


tary, becaufe inconfiderate fub- 


miffon to thé cuftoms, and 
religron of the country; this in 
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itfelf unequal, wavering, ant 
changing its very nature, accord= 
ing to the fuccefs or mifcarriage 
of the actions of other people: 
A boat without fails or oars, ex- 
pofed to a troubled ocean, and 
deftined to one part of happinefs, 
or to a thoufand various fcenes of 
mifery, is an expreflive emblem 
of fuch virtue: ‘The winds wild 
drive it eaft one hour, and the 
tides carry it weft the next, and 
every ftuctering blaft will give it 
a different direction: If the paf- 
five veflel is driven into the port 
at laft, ‘tis accident alone that is 
to be thank’d for it; and if the 
peaceful agent, who makes the 
fubje&t of the allufion, arrives at 
the character of a truly honeft 
man, ‘cis accident and occafion 
that are to be thank’d for it, not 
any innate worth. 

We are happy to be born in a 
country where the moft peaceful 
of all religions is prattifed ; 
where our creator and redeemer 
are ferved in the very way their 
own facred laws have ordained it 
to be: Butis this virtuein us? Our 
fathers long before plan’d out 
this acceptable fervice, and had 
we been bern jews or mahome- 
tans, doubtlefs the far greater 
part of us would have continued 
to this day to be fo. Is thata 
crime in them, or is this a merit 
in us, which accident alone, in 
regard to one or the other indi- 
vidual has given us? or had we 
been born where a plurality of 
wives is allowed by cuftom, by 
religion, and the laws, would it 
have been virtue in us to keep 
chait to one? 

By 
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By thefe, and by a thoufand 
other inftances we find, that 
what is called common honefty, 
nay common honefty is often but 
the refult of an implicit fubmif- 
fion to laws we never enquiréd at 
all into the merit of ; that ac- 
tions which appear virtuous are 
often the effeéts of vice and folly ; 
and that fcarce any thing Is to be 
concluded from them. ‘The tra- 
ly honeft man is he who in all 
countries, and under all accidents 
will aét on the principles of vir- 
tue; who will never degrade his 
nature by any thing unworthy it, 
and who regards in his own 
breaft the motives of his a€tions, 
not the actions themfelves : 
Where thefe are virtuous his ac- 
tions never will be otherwile; 
and the clear {pring will never 
foul the bed through which it cur- 
rent pafles, 


Some OBSERVATIONS onthe 
PERFORMANCES Of the 
AUCTIONEER in the 
Hay-Market ; and bis new 
Lots of the Charatters in 
LETHE. Ina Letter to 
the Author. 


SJR, 


T was very happy to find your 

obfervations on Lethe in your 
laft number, not the borrowed 
ribbaldry of a late fix-penny au- 
thor on the fame fubjeét: But 


the fair criticifms of a candid au- 
ditor, in fhort, while all you 
publifh are thus originals, and 
your own, you will be fecure of 
fuccefs, whatever works of a like 
kind may want it. 

I congratulate with you on the 
profpect of it, and beg leave to 
add to this months publication, 
an account of an evenings enter- 
tainment, which I was highly 
entertained with lately, and 
which will follow as a proper 
{upplement to the criticifms you 
have given us cn the famous 
Farce that was the principal fub- 
ject of our amufement. 

Whatever diftafte one may 
have taken at the forced feaft of 
Lethe for a fortnight together, 
we are to allow that even the 
moft difagreeable things bring 
fometimes with them the greateit 
real advantage; the good old 
Shakefpear tells us, that she toad 
loathfome and venomous, wear yet 
a pretious jewel in its head, * 
which tho’ a falfe fat, is yeta 
very good metaphor ; and furely 
the town in general can have no 
joft right to quarrel with the 
worft performance that ever dif- 
graced the ftage, when it gave 
birth to what they never could 
otherwife have feen, that is, a 


fatire of the Hay-Market auc- 


tioneer upon it, asjuft, as fharp, 
and as delicate as fevere. The 
Sarcophagus was worn out, Mr. 
Wrymouth had departed this 
Life, and the tabby cat was no 


* There is a ftone common among the Jewellers, and fometimes fet in rings to 
cure the cramp, and other difeafes ; it is called Bufonites, or the ‘Tead-fione, and 
there is a vulgar ftory of ite being found in the head of an old Toad, but it is real- 
ly the tooth of a fea fith, called the Wolf-fith, petrified by long lying in the Earth.

more regarded than the Farce it 
was tacked to, when the inge- 
nious author of Lethe gave the 
publick a number of imaginary 
characters, extreamly proper for 
an ideal auétion; and the {chool 

-of Jaughter could not pafs them 

over in filence. 

The ghoft of AZfop was the 
firft lot in this new cargo of cu- 
riofities; but nobody knew what 
to make of this, nor fuppofed it 
to have any conneétion with the 
Farce, the judicious author of 
that performance having dreffed 
it up fo like a mortal man, that 
nobody ever fufpe&ted he had any 
Ghoj’s feb about him, till this 
fatirift brought him home to 
their imaginations, and buried 
fEfop at St. Andrew’s, in order 
to place nim in the way of a fex- 
ton, who fhould fteal his fhroud. 

The auctioneer obferves with 
great juflice as to this character, 
that tho’ by many pretended to 
‘be.enly a copy of one Vanburgh, 
may, and meant as no other by 
the author himfelf, yet there is 
not the leaft trace or refemblance 
of the AZfop of that great mafter 
in it; and that therefore it is 
much undervalued by the author’s 
friends, and is really an undoubt- 
ed original. The Bottle-Conju- 
rer of the fame place, had how- 
ever at this time fo poffeffed the 
people’s minds with an expecta- 
tion of miracles, that the Ghof 
was looked upon as nothing at 
all; and tho’ the Auétioneer ve- 
ry judicioufly fummed up all its 
good qualities to the audience, 
and affured them it was a harm- 
leis, unmeaning, and very inof- 


by unbid for. 


fomething 
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fenfive Ghoft ; it was, the night 
we were prefent ordered to be fet 
The fecond cha- 
racter of the drama introduced to 
fale was the author himfef, under 


‘the chara&ter of a Poet; the auc- 


tioneer well obferved that this 
was indeed a copy of the Bays in 
the Rehearfal, that is, it was a 
copy of his-drefs, tho’ his wit, 
{fpirit, and raillery, and all the 
other trifling peculiarities of the 
character were too trivialto have 
been at all regarded by the cop- 
pier. The auctioneer therefore 
juftly recolleéting, that the perfon 
of the man and the habit were 


all that could give any fatisfa€tion 


to the audience in this character, 
very honetily introduc’da Butcher, 


whofe figure pretty exaétly repre- 


fented the perfon, but that it was 
better ; and a Mon- 
mouth-ftreet fuit of cloaths, 
which as well reprefented the 
drefs, but that it was fomething 
worfe, and expos’d thefe only to 

fale. 
An Englifh audience could not 
but applaud every thing that did 
but look like Mr. G—, anda 
burft of thunder in an univerfal 
clap of the whole houfe, nota 
little elated the fpirits of the fel- 
ler: He could not but obferve to 
the audience however, that this 
loud applaufe was fomewhat mif- 
applied, for that this was not an 
original, but only a copy. On 
this the fcene foon changed, and 
the whole thing when put up to 
fale ftuck a long while at two 
fhillings, till the auctioneer flo- 
ridly explaining to them the va- 
lue of the character, and telling 
them 
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them that as they gave two fhil- 


lings for a fight of this character 
from the middle gallery, it was 
hard to think of buying the ab- 
folute right in it, the fee imple of 
it for the fame price ; fome gene- 
rous perfon was induced to raife 
the fum of fix-pence, and pur- 
chafe him for half a crown for 
fale to the paper mill, prudent- 
ly confidering that his drefs 
would by that means reftore as 
much paper to the world, as he 
had deltroy’d in writing his Farce. 

The third lot of this motly 
auétion, confifted of a bean and*his 
cloaths: Thefe the auctioneer put 
together with great juitice, as the 
cloaths being as never were 
wore, nor never could be worn 
by any human creature, could 
be of no ufe without the wearer, 
and the wearer being no way 
character’d fo as to be diftinguifh- 
ed for abeau, but by his cloaths, 
could be abfolutely nothing at all 
without them; and the thing 
without the accoutrements, 
the accoutrements without the 
thing, could be of no ufe to any 
body. It was long before any 
one bid for thefe, but at length 
fomebody exprefling a defire of 
buying the. wig, exclufive of the 
head, which he feemed to have 
no great opinion of; the feller 
informed him that the head being 
of no ufe either to the owner or 
to any body elfe, would make no 
addition to the price; and they 
Were purchafed together to be 
fent down as a picce of furniture 
toa ftrolling company of come- 


_dians at Norwich. 


The Frenchman of Lethe 


fhould have made the fourth lot 
of the fale, but the auCtioneer 
obferving that the author had 
drawn him as a Barber, pafling 
himfelf on the people of quality 
of England for a Marquifs, he 
told us he could not put fuch an af- 
front upon the Englifh nation, as 
to fuppofe a character like this 
could have any thing in reality 
to fupport it; and being unwil- 
ling to put up a non-entity to 
fale, he ordered it to be taken 
back to the place from whence it 
came, and hanged up in the au- 
thor’s drefling room, to be an 
eternal memorial to him, that 
he had treated his country as 
much worle, as they had treated 
him better than he deferved. 
The real value of thefe cha- 
racters having appeared by the 
price they fold at, to be fo much 
lefs than the applaufe of the 


_town feemed to beipeak for them; 


the auctioneer by this time grew 
tired of trading in fuch {mall 
{ums, and lumped the x remain- 
ing Characters in one lot, thefe 
were amifer, a taylor, a fot, 
two young gentlewomen, and 
Mr. Tattoc, drummer: Thefe 
he ftrongly recommended to the 
purchafers, by expatiating on 
the nature and origin of each ; 
the fot he obferved to them was.a 
copy from the Sir John Brute of 
the Provok’d Wife, but degene- 
rated into a brute, with all the 
beaftly filthinefs of the part ren- 
der’d doubly coarfe, and with- 
out that little glimmering of «he 
gentleman in the original, which 
rendered thoie parts tolerable. 


The taylor of the fame lot he 


ob- 
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obferved was the journeyman 
woman’s taylor of the fame play, 
moft barbaroufly murder’d and 
_ mangled, and fent to hell ona 
fool’s errand. The firlt young 
gentlewoman he informed us was 
the Cherry of the Stratagem, 
taught a new catechifm, with all 
but the fpirit and nature ef the 
old one ; and the other the good 

entlewoman’s gentlewoman of 

ofeph Andrews, but fo defaced, 
that only the faulty parts of the 
character remained to know her 
by. The mifer he affured us was 
like nothing at all; and very 
jultly allowed Mr. Tattoo the 
drummer to be the beft charaéter 
in the Farce, becaufe he {peaks 
the leaft of any body in it. 

Having thus difpofed of all 
the charatters of the Farce, the 
auctioneer makes another lot of 
fongs and fenfe of the piece : 
_'The fongs he obferves are three, 
the mufick all fpick and fpan 
new to thofe who never faw Co- 
mus, nor heard of one Handell ; 
and the fenfe hetruly adds, col- 
lefted at a vaft expence and la-

dozen and half of clappers, that 
is, people who by the noife of 
their hands are to tell the audience 
that the audience approves the 
piece : thofc he tells them confift 
of taylors, {cene-fhifters, bill- 
flickers, authors and under aétors ; 
that their qualifications are to 
have ftentorrick voices, callous 
filts, and thick foal’d fhoes ; he 
recommends them to the pur- 
chafers as being of no fecond 
price after the firit expence, for 
they always go tothe play fer 
nothing, and renewing the affe- 
veration that the farce could never 
have lived half an hour without 
them ; they are purchafed by 
fome playhoufe managers for 
nineteen pounds. 

Thus ended this keen and ju- 
dicious fatire; and the autioneer 
before he defcended from the 
roftrum, out of his great com- 
paflion and humanity, beftowed 


an excellent piece of advice at 


parting to the author, this was, 
that he fhould have waiters ready 
placed at every door of the 
houfe, to diftribute large dofes of 
Lethe, or the waters of forget- 
fulnefs, tothe audience at their 
departure; for that if any of 
them chanced to remember but 
one article of any thing they had 
heard or feen that night, if they 
ever came again to fee /Efop in 

hell, the devil muft be in them. 
Here the publick are prefented 
with a new {fpecies of fatire, 
which ic is infinitely to be wifhed

Hague, Feb, 7. 

Van Deurs (who was M. Van 

. Hoey’s fecretary at Paris and 

lett there fince to take care of the 
affairs of the States) is appo‘nted to 
repair to St. Malo, as ther High 
Mightinefles commiffary. A few days 
betore the Prince Stadtholder fet out 
upon his journey into Frieflind, 
a deputation was fent to Gron ngen, 
in order to quiet the minds of the 
people, and to fertle the government, 
according to the power given to his 
Serene H'ghnefs a refolution of 
the St.t:s of that Province ; but be- 
fore the Prince’s commiffaries could 
terminate their commiflion, we ar: in- 
formed, that, on the 28th of Janua- 
ry, the whole body of the Burghers 
having attended upoo them, delfiring 
the immediate redrefs of their grievan- 
ces, and intelligence coming at the 
fame time, that the boors were rifen 
throughout the whole province, and 
were marching to fupport the requeft 
of the inhabitants of the capital, the 
Burgo-maters, the members of the 
council, and the reft of the magiftracy, 
thought it advifeable to lay down their 
employments; in which they were 
imitated by all the other members of 
the regency, belonging both to the 
town of Groningen, and to the Om- 
Melanis, and by allthofe who hed 
any fort of employment, from the 
higheft to the loweft. The Prince’s 
Orders have been fent to Groningen 
for the appointing of a new regency. 
Meffieurs Catwyck and Pauw are gone 
to Purmerand, in order t>» change the 
Magiftracy of that place; after which 
they are to proceed through al! the 


towns of North Holland, in the fame 
manner as they have already don: 
through thofe of South Holland. An 
exprefs arrived here laft wednefday, 
with the news, that the French had 
evacuated Mzeftrich*, on the day fixed 
by the laft convention. 

Hague, Feb. 11, N. S. The deputies of 
the chamber of 17, and of the direétors 
and principal proprietors of the Eaft 
Ind'a company, are come to the Hague, 
and appeared this day, for the firf 
Time, betore the committee appointed 
by the States General, to examine the 
cond:tions on which the poft of direétor 
and governor general of the Eaft India 
company is to be offered co the prince of 
Orange. Mr. Legge arrived at thie 
place on faturday evening, and purpofes 
to embark on board of the packet boat 
that fails tomorrow for England. M. 
Buys, who for many years had beea 
fecretary to the States of Hol'and, died 
early this morning in an advanced Age. 

Hague, Feb. 18. The ftates of Hol- 
land took a few days’ ago a refolution, 
by which they enjoin all the towns of 
the f-uthern quarter to pay into the 
general comptoir,. and thofe of the 
northe n quarter into the other comp= 
toirs of this province, al] their arrears 
in the ordinary verponding, or tax upon 
houfes, down to the Year 1748 in- 
clufively. The faid arrears down te 
1745 inclufively, are to be fent inim- 
mediately ; and thofe for 1746, before 
the 1f of March ; thofe for 1747, by 
the 1ft of April ; and thofe for 1748, 
by the 1ft of May ; and a premium of 
four per cent. is to be allowed to thote 
towns which fhall regularly keep thofe 
forms, and fhall have cleared all their 

formar 
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former arrears: This premium is to be 
teduéted at each term, upon the whole 
amount of the arrears paid in by the 
faid towns We are in‘ormed that 
¥soo of the Bavarian troops, that were 
in the Dutch fervice, are to enter into 
that of the Emprefs-Queen, with a 
Staff, ten captains, and-a prop. rrionable 
number of fubaltern officers. 

Hague, Feb. 2, N.S. The propr'- 
etors of the new eaft India company, 
having lately giyen injto the committee 
of the States General, fome propo~ 
falsrelating to the conditions en which 
the chief direQion of their company 
is to be offered to the prince Stadtholde-, 
the cireétors were ordered to deliver in 
their remarks upon thofe prop fals, 
which they accordingly did yeifterday : 
But the ftates have not’ yt determined 
any thing on this fubjeét. Major 
Genera] Wartenfleben, (who was em- 
ployed laft year in by the 
prince of Orange, in feveral negotia— 
tions about troops) has been propofed to 
the States General, by the depmtie: of 
Halland, to be fent as their High 
Mightineffes minifter plenivctentiary to 
the three ecclefiaftical eieétors, and the 
circles of the upper-and lower Rhine. 
The earl of Crawford arrived here litt 
night from William ftadt. 

Hague, Feb. 25, N: S. Nothing has 
been yet determined by the States of 
Holland, with regard to the refolution 
about their provifinal taxes, as the 
yrnce of @range, who is not recove ed 
of his cold, has not yet been abl- to 
amf at their affembly ; his Serene 
Highne’s is however much better, and 
purrofes to go abro dina day or two. 
We hear from Groningen, that the 
e'ghteen companies of burghers of that 
town aflembled again’ a few days ago, 
demani'ng that a high court of Juftice 
fhould be erefted there, to take cogni- 
zance of all affairs belcnging to that 
provinee, 

Hague, o8 N.S. Alt Fftendi 
arrived here three days ago, with the 
char2éter of ambaflador from Tripoli ; 
he has fince then delivered his creden- 
tal. both to the ftates gencra! and the 
prince Stadtholder, and their High 
Mightineff:s have refolved to allow him 
fifty fisrins a day for his entertainment. 
The prirce of Orange ‘is at prefent 
quite recovered, but has not yet aflifted 
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at the affembly of the ftates. The 
letters from Flanders, which are juft 
come in, ‘mention nothi ng as yet of the 
evacuations ix the Hainault. 

Conftantinople, Feb. 5, N.S. The grand 
Seignor, with all the great Officers of 
the Seragho, and of the Porte, are 
this: day employed in aififting»at the 
ceremonial of the marriage ot a daughter 
of the late Sultan Achmet with the 
Pafcha of Salonicha. We hear that 
there are fevera| diforders in Afia; 
Haffan Pafcha, fomerly Vizar, is 
cead at his government of Diarbecker ; 
fome fay, that he was flain in a tumult 
in that. country: And Ihaiah Pafcha, 
appointed Pafcha at Movff ne, is now 
fent to Diarbecker. The government 
of Cairo remains inthe hands of Ibrahim 
Chiane, of the Janizaries there, who 
had uiurped it. The Porte waits the 
arrival of Chur Achmet Pafcha, who 
is fent thitner by the grand Seignor, 
to fee whether they can fupprefs the 
Power of Chiane. 

C-penbagen, Feb, 1, N.S. On the 
2gih paft, about one o’clock in the 
morning, the queen of Denmark was, 
aftera very fhort labour, happily de- 
livered of a prince, to the great Joy 
of this court andcounry. The young 
princ: was “o> the fame day by 
the name of Chriftian, Both her 
Majefty and his Royal Highnefs are in 
as good health as can be expeéted. 

Hamburgh, Feb. 21. The marches 
of the Ruffian auxiliares ‘yom Bilitz 
in upper Silefia, are regulated in three 
co‘umns ; the firft will employ feventy, 
the fecond feventy-one, ard the third 
fixty-eight days, before they reach 
their feveral avpointed in Cour- 
land at Baufke, Mittew and Dobelin. 

Rome, ‘fan. 18. week up- 
wards of an hundred fhoemakers were 
committed to the common goals, for 
having in a mutinous manner prefented 
themielves to the Pove, while he was 
abroad to vifit fome churches, requiring 
the reduction of duties upon Jeather. 

Nuples, Fan. 231, N.S. The king 
has ordered a new retiment of horfe 
to be raifed, which is to be cilled the 
prinee’s reyiment, and is form’d 
of the men thet are difmised out of the 
regiments of foot. On the yath the 
Spanifh troops, conhfting «t twelve com- 
pleat battalliont, emb on beard 
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fo:ty larg: tranfports in this port, and 
only waic for a fair wind to fail to 
Barcelona. and Malaga. 

Florence, Fan. 24, N.S. On the 
17th inftant the Emperors difpatches 
were read in the council of Finances, 
notifying his pleafure, thac from the 
beginning of the year 1740, (when 
the admini/ration of the preient compa- 
ny of French farmers expires) the 
adminiftration of the publick revenues 
of Tufcany fhail be carried on, for his 
account, under the dreétion of M. de 
Schmitveiller, and two other commii- 
faries ; which determination has accord- 
ingly been ng ified to the refpective 
maziftrates ard officers in this city. 

Mayence, Feb, 15, N.S. His elec- 
toral highne{s, our fovereign, fet out 
yefterday ter his palace of Afchiffen- 
burzh, trom whence he w'!l probably 
proceed in a few days to War zburgh. 
The elrction of a bithop to that fee is 
fixed to the 14th of April. 

Paris, Feb. 1s, N. S. The peace 
was publifhed here lak wednefeay with 
the ufuval. cerem nes; and the day 
following the whole town wes illumi- 
mated, and great rejoicimgs were made 
upon that occafion.

Paris, Feb. 1. According to letters 
from the ifle of France, dated the 12th 
of Oftober in the Jatt year, brought: by 
‘the frigate called L’Amiable Nanon, 
which was fhipwreck’d on the aud of 
Jaft month, at St. Giles, on the cvaft of 
Poitu ; admiral Bofcawen prefented him- 
felf before thit ifland on the 3d of July. 
On the 4th in the evening he anciwred 
before the nor h- weft port, w th twenty- 
fix fail, four of whch carried the Dutch 
flag. This fquadron ranged the coaft in 
a line, and begin to make a brifk can- 
nonade upon the batteries; bur it fo fell 
out that nobedy was hurt, nor were any 
of the works ruined, atter r:maining in 
the road for four days complete 3 and, 
after trying to make a defcen® in 
places te no purpofe, they retired. On 
the gth in the mcrning they weighed 
anchor, When the fquadron was unde: 
fail, the four Dutch thips feemed to fe- 
parate from him, and to take a d:ffe- 
Tent rouce. Both before, and at the 
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time, admiral Bofcawen continued there,

men of war, the one of fixty, the ocher 
of fiity-fix pieces of cennon, from 
whom notwithftanding fhe made her 
efcape. We have reeived itil! frefher 
ews trom the Indies by the Hercules 
trom Mahe the 29th af September 5 ard 
the letters from Pondicherry, dated the 
Sth of afiert, that in con‘e- 
quence of the fucceurs given them by 
the fleur de Bouvet’s tquadroa, they ex- 
p ted, wi.hout any anxiety, the juac- 
ton between the admirals Bafcawen end 
Grifha.
